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REMARKS 

At the outset, the Examiner is thanked for the thorough review and consideration of the 
pending application. The final Office Action dated November 1, 2005, has been received and its 
contents carefully reviewed. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected to by the Examiner. Claims 1-17 remain pending in this 
application. 

In the Office Action, claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 4,766,344 to Say (hereinafter "Say")- Claims 2-6, 8, 10-13, 16 and 17 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Say in view of U.S. Patent No. 
4,626,738 to Gerlach (hereinafter "Gerlach"). Claims 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Say in view of Gerlach and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 
5,517,078 to Sugawara et al. (hereinafter "Sugawara"). Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Say in view of Gerlach and further in view of GB 002052847 
to Zeiss (hereinafter "Zeiss"). Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Say in view of Gerlach and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,545,403 to 
Lee (hereinafter "Lee"). 

The rejection of claims 1-17 is respectfully traversed and reconsideration is requested. 
Claims 1-17 are allowable over the cited references in that each of these claims recites a 
combination of elements including, for example, "wherein HL1 is greater than HR1, HL2 is 
greater than HR2, dl is greater than d2, HL2 is greater than HL1, and HL2+HR2 is greater than 
HL1+HR1." Say does not teach or suggest at least this feature of the claimed invention. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner identifies c w' as the claimed dl and d2. Specifically 
w is "a distance between a first oval shaped hole (39; figure 3) and a through hole (40a, 40b) in a 
first electrostatic screen grid (figure 3) labeled fi w\" The distances dl and d2 are defined in the 
amended Fig. 9 filed with the last office action response. As can be seen in amended Fig. 9, the 
distances dl and d2 are measured in a direction substantially parallel to the direction of the 
electron beam. In Say *w* is measured in a direction perpendicular to the electron beam. It 
appears that there is confusion as two what are the oval holes. The oval shaped holes related to 
dl and d2 are labeled 9 and 10 in Fig. 9 and described at paragraph 0048. All three electron 
beams pass through these oval holes 9 and 10. The distance dl is the distance between the three 
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holes labeled 3 and the oval hole 9. The distance d2 is the distance between the three holes 
labeled 4 and the oval hole 10. As claimed dl must be greater than d2. Say is silent as to the 
relationship between dl and d2 in its device. Therefore this feature is not taught. Accordingly, 
claims 1-17 are allowable over the cited references. 

Further, claims 2-17 are allowable over Say, Gerlach, Sugawara, Zeiss, and Lee as 
Gerlach, Sugawara, Zeiss, and Lee fail to cure the deficiencies of Say identified above. 

Applicants believe the foregoing remarks place the application in condition for allowance 
and early, favorable action is respectfully solicited.
